Major Component Accomplishments in 2018

Provided evidence-based programming in the areas of education, vocational education, substance abuse treatment,
reentry, parenting, and criminal thinking.

Continued execution of the Federal Prison Rape Elimination Act through education and proactive procedures to
address enhanced safety and compliance.

Developed two programs intended to reduce the number of inmates in segregation and reduce the length of time in
segregation:

. Developed the Restricted Housing Unit (RHU); a General Population (GP) housing mod located in the same
building as the segregation housing mods. This means those housed there are under greater supervision
than in other GP mods. While this mod offers fewer privileges, it has access to GP basics such as education,
religious services, visiting, etc. Inmates who might otherwise be segregated for disruptive behaviors are
housed in the RHU. Under the supervision of the Unit Management Team, these inmates are able to work on
identified issues and prepare to successfully return to less restricted housing.

. Implemented the AS-10 Step-Down Program. This program has been addressing the needs of long-term and
high-risk segregated inmates. The program had been utilizing a set curriculum and fixed time-frames. While
still useful as a starting point, the Unit Management Team has begun customizing the programming and
time-frames for each of these inmates. In this way, inmates who are more amenable to programming and
have less identified risk can be moved more quickly to return to GP. It also allows for more creativity and
innovation in dealing with resistant and high-risk inmates.

Key Component Challenges

Recruit, hire and retain a workforce of well-trained officers to meet the challenge of facility standards and public
protection.

Reduce the ongoing deterioration of the facility and backlog.
Assure that current department standards for security, safety and current correctional practices are adhered to.

Contain overtime costs and maintain fiscal parameters within the correctional facilities while meeting operational
expectations.

Provided the required 40 hours annual in-house training for staff.

Provide for timely and efficient screening and assessment of all offenders to allow appropriate placement,
programming and transition to community supervision.

Offender population continues to drive exceptional transportation and medical costs in an attempt to assure
appropriate offender care and institutional safety.
